A suspicious case of alleged plague 


was reported to the Board of Health 
Office at 6:30 last evening from Iwilei 
Doctor Hoffmann and his assistants 
immediately drove out and located i 
in the house of Mr. Johnson wi.ich 
stands next to the Soap factory. The 
patient was Bthel Johnson, a white 
High School girl, thirteen or fourteen 
years old. She had been ill only since 
moon yesterday. Upon examination her 
temperature was found to be 
She was delirious and had been suffer- 
ing from pain in the right groin. This 
part of her body was swollen. Doctor 
Hoffmann went back to the health office 
and reported his findings to Minister 
Cooper, saying that he considered it a 
sure case of plague. A -police squad 
was sent out to guard the premises, 
and Doctor Hoffmann, accompanied by 
Doctors Day, Scaparone and Garvin, 
and an Advertiser reporter, agaia went 
.to Iwilei arriving taere.at 7;30, 


Another careful examination of the 


patient was made, and the temperatuce 
again taken. It was 105%. After a 
consultation the physicians decided to 
make their report to Minister Cooper 
read "A Highly Suspicious Case," and 
to recommend the withdrawal of the 
quarantine order which was to have 
gone into effect at noon tod-ay. They 
did not expect the Johnson girl to live 
until this morning, stating that she 
has all the symptoms of a bubonic 
plague patient. 


The history of her sickness only 


dates back to Sunday afternoon. She 
had gone with a girl companion to a 
Chinese store near the railroad depot 
and bought some candy. During the 
evening she complained of not feeling 
well. Yesterday morning while pre- 
paring breakfast, she asked her mother 
to let one of the litl'e ones assist her as 
she was ill. After breakfast and the 
housework were done she lay down

of pain in the right groin. She became 
feverish, and then, delrrious. When 
Doctor Hoffmann first examined the 
right groin, the swelling was not large. 
When the four doctors made the ex- 
amination the swelling had become 
greater. 


The girl attended the High School 


until last Tuesday when it was closed 
by order of Minister Mott-Smith, and 
since then she has not been in Hono- 
lulu, and the nearest she has been to 
the quarantined district was on Sunday 
when she visited the Chinese store. 


One very significant fact in regard 


to the disease appearing at Iwilei, is 
that since the cleansing of Chinatown 
began, the- odorless excavator has been 
driven on the Iwilei road, night and 
day, directly past the Johnson house, 
»n^ thence down to the shore where 
the foul refuse has been dumped into 
shallow water. The people there say 
tbat the wind brings all odors back 
from the shore. This and tne garbage 
heaps at Iwilei, which have already 
been written trp as a menace to the 
health of the Iwilei population, may 
ftave brought on the young gtrl's sick- 
ness. 


A military guard was sent out late 


in tie evening, upon the request of 
Minister Cooper, to relieve the police 
and will maintain quarantine there un- 
til the physicians thoroughly diagnose 
her case. 


DR. HOFFMANN'S REPORT. 


Results of Bacteriological Investlga 


tlonS Thus Far. 


Yesterday afternoon 
Dr. Hoffmann 


made the following report on the re 
suit of his bacteriological examination 
and the result of his inoculations on 
the rabbits and rats: 


Honolulu, December 18,1899. 


Hon.

of Health: On the 16th of Decembe 
in the forenoon I Inoculated a 
ra 


from a culture from the Chinaman wh< 
died at Wing Wo Tal'a. The anlma 
was alive sixteen hours later, but wa 
tame and evidently sick, and was found 
dead twenty-four hours after inocula 
tion. On postmortem examination o 
the body I found the retro-peritonea 
glands injected and very slightly en 
larged; the Intestines hyperaemlc, the 
liver much congested and the spleen 
firm with its capsule tense. Slide 
made from 
the 
blood and spleen 


showed the same bacilli and-micro 
scopical appearance, and cultures the 
same manner of growth as those from 
which the inoculation had been made 


A Guinea pig inoculated Decembe: 


12th from the juice of the body of thi 
South Sea Islander was found dead on 
the morning of the 17th. The post 
mortem examination showed a sligh 
injection of the peritoneum, and a littl' 
serous exudation In the peritoneal cav 
ity, 
but no other 
abnormal appear 


ance; especially no swelling or injec 
tion of the glands. Cultures made from 
the peritoneal exudant did not show 
bacilli resembling plague bacilli. The 
rabbit inoculated December 13th with 
the fluid taken from the glands of the 
first Chinaman is still alive and -seem: 
to be well. 


In view of the facts that I found the 


bodies of two persons who have died 
suddenly after a short sickness, having^ 
the postmortem appearance of, those 
who have died of plague, and that : 
found in the bubo of one of these per- 
sons bacilli very much resembling 
plague bacilli, that on inoculation, wltt 
a pure culture of this bacilli I pro'ducec 
the death of a susceptible animal, and 
found again the same bacillus in the 
orgtns of the dead animal, appears to 
me to prove that we have had to do 
in these cases with a very infectious 
disease, produced by a virulent bacil- 
lus, which seems to me to be the plague 
bacillus. 


That the Guinea pig appears not to 


have died of plague seems to me to be 
accounted for by the fact that the body 
from which the Inoculation was made 
was previous to postmortem soaked 
with, formalin, and that the, rajablt, is 
still alive "and well may be accounted 
for by the fact that the material used 
for injection was used thirty-six hours 
after the postmortem examination. The 
same explanation will apply In the case 
of the first rat, which is still alive. 


In conclusion, I wish to say that all 


cultures and slides have been examined 
by Dr. Carmichael of the United States 
Marine Hospital Service, who was pres- 
ent at the postmortem of the first 
Chinaman, and he stated at the meet- 
ing of the Medical Association of Ha- 
waii, December 16th, "I do not think 
there is any doubt of the case of the 
man at Wing Wo Tai's; I have no 
doubt whatever."

Mill Collected from Quarantine DIs 


trict-FeelingTiiat Plague Has 


Run Its Course. 


(From Monday's Daily.) 


Saturday and yesterday were exceed- 


ingly quiet in Board of Health circles, 
there being no new caees of plague re- 
ported, or even any sickness beyond 
those cases which were examined dur- 
ing tie week. The danger seems to be 
over, and the quarantine will undoubt- 
edly be raised within a short time. 
Minister Cooper has been very hopeful 
in the last few days that the circum- 
stances would allow the quarantine 
restrictions to be removed, although 
emphatic in stating that the quarantine 
would remain in force until all danger 
was ended. 


It is evident that much of the peril is 


considered past, as the King street 
train cars will be allowed to go 
straight through the quarantine dis- 
trict, commencing this morning. Each 
*ar will carry an armed national 
guardsman, and will not be allowed 
to stop within the district. No one 
will be permitted to get on or off the 
ear. 


Mail was also collected throughout 


tne district and taken to the station at 
Karnnakapill 
Crurch, where it was 


thoroughly fumigated under the super- 
vision of Doctor Pratt. From there it 
will be taken to the post office and un- 
dergo fumigation a second time. 


Minister Cooper'has considered it en- 


tirely safe to put both these accommo- 
dations at the service of the general 
community, and from other sources it 
Is believed the quarantine will be brok- 
en in the next two days. 


MILITARY PATROL. 


The military patrol is as rigidly en- 


forced as at its establishment, and de- 
spite the leakages which have occurred 
the discipline in the regiment has been 
well maintained. One or two soldiers 
were placed under military arrest ami 
confined in the guard-house, but be- 
yond these Col. Jones has every occa- 
sion to feel proud of the behavior of 
3ns men.

One might as 
consistently expect the Marshal and 
half a dozen policemen to look after 
the criminal class and enforce the laws 
of this community as to ask the Board 
of Health, with its present appropria- 
tion, to keep "Chinatown" clean and 
attend to the rest of Its numerous du- 
ties. 


If the present visitation results "in 


putting the sanitation of the town on 
a proper basis we may consider it a 
veritable blessing. By a proper basis 
I mean the daily removal of all the 
decomposable material, animal or veg- 
table, and its destruction by fire. The 
epidemic of cholera in 1896 awakened 
the community to the necessity of pro- 
viding the sewer system after the same 
had been urged by the Board time and 
again. When this ia completed the sit- 
uation will be greatly relieved. There 
still will remain a great deal of gar- 
bage swill and general refuse to be 
disposed of and that should be done 
n a climate like ours by cremation. 
This \ery measure was urged by the 
doctors of the Board in 1895 and

to leave it. The military lines were 
•drawn closer and new guards were 
posted at places where leakages in the 
•quarantined portion were said to have 
taken place.

FUMIGATING STATIONS. 


For 
Conveniences To Be Established 


Inspectors. 


The health officials yesterday morn- 


ing looked up a site to establish a fu- 
migating station within the limits of 
the guarded district, finally accepting 
the offer of the Boys' Brigade Club- 
house. located within the enclosure of 
Kaumakapill Church. The Board of 
Health has the use of the building 
gratis, the only requirement being tkat 
the premises shall be returned in £helr 
original condition when the quaranflne 
is raised. 


Dr. J. S. B. Pratt and his assistant, 


Mr. Hemingway, 
Immediately laid 


plans for putting the building into 
proper shape for disinfecting persons 
and clothing. A partition has been put 
In dividing the building equally, the 
maul; 3 half being again divided fcy a 
cross-partition. Upon entering, the 
person will proceed to the partitioned 
room on the Ewa side and there remove 
his street apparel; in the outer room 
he u ill don his working suit In which 
he pprforms his quarantine labors. 
Upon returning from 
his work he 


steps into a room supplied with fumi- 
gating: apparatus, bathrooms and toi- 
lets. 
The working clothes are 
left 


here. After bathing, the 
fumigate*

Outhouses have been 
torn out and destroyed by fire and thus 
the work has been carried on. 


The inhabitants have helped the in- 


spectors willingly, as they are anxious 
to break the quarantine and be at lib-,. 
erty once more. Great assistance has 
been rendered by the Chinese consul, 
Mr. Goo Kim and the Japanese Meth- 
odist minister. 


Mr. G-ilflllan has been able to take 


a complete census of "his block and 
roll call Is 'held twice a day. He is, 
perhaps, the only inspector who has 
been able to perfect a census system 
in,, the district. His diligence in this 
respect was rewarded yesterday morn- 
ing when a white man was discovered 
who had gotten into the district the 
night before without a pass. The man 
boasted of his achievement and Mr. 
Gilfillan promptly sent him under 
guard to Col. Jones at the military 
headquarters. 


Mr. Gilfillan's block is rapidly be- 


coming cleansed and purified; the in- 
terior of the block being thoroughly 
whitewashed and disinfected and the 
street gutters flushed by the fire hy- 
drants. 


In George Potter's two blocks the 


rubbish and garbage have been remov- 
ed and many floorings ripped up and 
the ground underneath well scraped. 
A. W. Carter's block has been white- 
washed, disinfected and entirely ren- 
ovated. 


All along Nuuanu street the stores 


were closed and the inhabitants kept 
inside, none being allowed to walk 
along that street. All the connecting 
streets as far as Smith 
street were 


guarded t>y sentries so that none of 
the Inhabitants could come near the 
edge of the quarantined district. 


NEW PASSES ISSUED. 


At noon yesterday Minister Cooper 


called in all the old white passes and 
issued in their stead passes printed on 
green cardboard. 
There was consid- 


erable annoyance caused at first by the 
discontinuance of the white passes, but 
the guards stuck to their orders strict- 
ly. The green passes were not so nu- 
merous as the whites ones, Minister 
Cooper deciding that too many people 
were passing in and out of the tabu 
district 
The Advertiser is the only 


newspaper which has kept a reporter 
almost constantly within the quaran- 
tine lines on a. pass, where he has been 
able to report conditions exactly as 


He was promptly brought before Colo- 
nel Jones, but nothing could be learned 
as to what was to be done with the of- 
fender. Guards have been doubled In 
-many places and stricter regulations 
have been adopted throughout the mil- 
itary system. Colonel Jones and his 
staff have been unceasing in their ef- 
forts to perfect the practical benefits 
of the quarantine patrol and feel cer- 
tain that no one can get through the 
lines now without the use of a pass. 


As the result of a clash of authority 


between the police and the regiment, 
a mutual agreement has been reached 
between Marshal Brown and Colonel 
Jones, by which the quarantine district 
is left entirely in the hands of the mil- 
itary. 


THE BOARD OF. HEALTH. 


Wharf Quarantine—Oriental Freight— 


A Humbug Remedy. 


The Board of Health held a special 


meeting yesterday afternoon at three 
o'clock. There were present President 
Cooper, Dr. Day, Dr. Wood, Mr. George 
W. Smith and Mr. Keliipio, and Sec- 
retary Wilcox. There were present as 
spectators Dr, Scaparone, Dr. Garvin 
and Mr. Suhr. 


President Cooper said that the first 


thing to be considered was the disposi- 
tion of the Japanese and Chinese im- 
migrants lately arrived and now in 
quarantine. Their time in quarantine 
expired on last Monday. 
After con- 


siderable discussion it was concluded 
that the immigrants might be shipped 
to the various plantations to which 
they were consigned, but they'must be 
put aboard the "free vessels" directly 
from the quarantine station, by means 
of lighters, and not allowed to come 
ashore or in contact with anyone. 


The President stated that the matter 


of establishing 
a quarantine at the 


Oceanic wharf had been brought up; 
Mr. Giffard had called and asked if a 
quarantine similar 
to that adopted 


during the cholera epidemic could not 
be established. The former quaran- 
tine provided that the vessel should 
come to the wharf and all persons en- 
gaged in unloading were to be kept in 
quarantine for the required time. 


Dr. Day said every thing should be 


done to favor commerce, 
but he 


thought the Board could not go further 
than to give an official statement of 
facts. It would hardly do to attempt 
a bill of health. It would be still bet- 
ter to have the statement come from 
the Marine Hospital. 
Such a state- 


ment might ihelp when the Australia 
returned to San Francisco. 
They 


would probably not t>ay anj* attention 
to a statement coming from the Board 
of Health in the absence of a bill of 
health. 


In reply to a suggestion that the 


Australia might anchor in the iharbor, 
Mr. George W. Smith said he thought 
the process of lightering goods ashore 
would be too heavy an expense to put 
upon the merchants and others. 


Dr. Wood said that if, when 4iie- 


Austraila arrived, we had an infected 
port no bill of health could issue; If 
not, then it could. That was all there 
was of it and outsiue of that 
the 


Board could only make a statement of 
the facts. 
There was nothing to pro- 


hibit the vessel coming to the wharf 
They could do as they pleased. 


On motion it was decided to estab- 


lish such quarantine at Oceanic wharf, 
upon the arrival of fche Australia, and, 
if necessary, to furnish a statement of 
facts upon her departure, 
house, as the premises always became 
infected and was dangerous.

Cultures made on agar agar, glyce- 


rine agar, getaline, bouillon, showed 
characteristic growth of plague bacilli 
and their microscopical appearance. 


Inoculation of animals: Guinea pig, 


December 12th; rabbit, December 13th; 
rat, December 13th. December 15th, 
animals still alive. 


On December 12th, 4 p. m., made a 


postmortem on a South Sea Islander, 
name Nakanailu, aged 27. The entire 
appearance of this body, still warm and 
rigor mortis, shows very similar con- 
dition as in first described case, only 
the bubo was on the left side, and the 
size of the bubo larger than in the first 
case. Microscopical examination of 
the juice taken from glands of speci- 
mens brought to laboratory by Dr. Em- 
erson showed bacilli resembling plague 
bacilli.

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DELAYS O*1 MOBILIX4TIUN 


The length to which the Boer war 


has gone without results of a decisive 
aort will help to reconcile the Ameri- 
can public to the minor delays which 
•marked the beginning of the Spanish 
war. By comparison we did very well 
indeed. It is now about three months 
•since thp Transvaal crisis became 
•acnte and at that time there were sup- 
posed to be 23,000 British troops in 
South Africa and material for half as 
many more recruits. 
The 
way was 


open to speedily augment that force 
from India, Australia and Great Britain 
itself and something of the kind was 
tried. Yet at the end of a quarter of 
-a year the war is in the hands of the 
Boer», the relief Army Corps is not 
yet in sight of the besieged posts in 
Natal and Sir Redvers Buller has yet 
to flesh his sword. There has been a 
"failure to connect" which, while it 
doep (not call for rebuke under the cir- 
atnista.nces, justifies the American peo- 
ple in thinking that their own military 
delays in the summer of 1898 were not 
so serious after all. 


Rapid mobilization is only practi- 


cable in a military nation with a sol- 
•dier-autocrat at the head of the army. 
Great Britain, though warlike, is not 
military; the same is true of the United 
States. Germany, France and Russia, 
an the other hand, are military to the 
core. 
It was related of Von Moltke 


when an officer brought him word that 
France had declared war that he mere- 
ly pointed to his cabinet and said: 
"Tie third portfolio to the left." Then 
the old warrior turned over to finish 
ais nap, knowing that by morning the 
Prussian army and its German allies 
would be starting for Alsace. Every- 
thing had been prepared long before — 
4J»e orders written, the transportation 
vrnd food provided and 
the routes 


•marked out. Before France 
fairly 


realized what was happening the Prus- 
sian eagles were shadowing the Rhine. 


But a country where public opinion 


is of the kind that prevails in England 
and America cannot or will not develop 
militarism to the point where its inter- 


precede all others. Hence, upon 
sudden emergency neither is able 


t» mobilize troops as rapidly as the 
test results demand. It is the good 
fortune of both, however, that in most 
cases they' do not need to. Their po- 
sition is such that they can afford to 
take time. But nevertheless the inevi- 
table delays in getting to the front are 
a sore p-ial to public patience. 


HEALTH BOAfiU 


We are informed by a member of the 


Board of Health that that body dis- 
claims responsibility for the hideous 
state of things in Chinatown and lays 
it to the Legislature which refused to 
giTe the Board enough money for its 
•work. Let us see about that! 


Chapter 39 of the Penal laws of Ha- 


waii contains the following eye-open- 
ing sections. To begin with we quote 
Section 877 


The Board uf Health and its agents 


ehall 
examine 
into all nuisances, 


sources of filth and causes of sickness, 
EHI shore or in any vessel, and shall 
cause tie same to be destroyed, re- 
moved, or prevented, as the case may 


shall be fined In a sum not exceeding 
one hundred dollars. 


How many complaints about the 


state of things in Chinatown aa^> Uie 
Board of Health or any health agent 
made since the abatement of the chol- 
era scare? How many cesspools has It 
caused to be regularly emptied? We 
do not say there are none, but the con- 
dition of the Asiatic quarter shows 
that there has been very much left un- 
done. 
The question could not, have 


been one of cost 
The Board was not 


obliged to pay the bills for removing 
filth. That was a charge against t'he 
owner of t'he property where the filth 
accumulated. 
We should be loth in- 


deed to think that anv fear of incur- 
ring the enmity of the owners of big 
estates kept the Board from obeying 
the law that created it. 


Even when the Board itself is com- 


pelled to remove filth the cost does not 
come out of the appropriation. See 
Section 879: 


If the owner or occupant shall not 


comply with such order of the Board 
of Health, the Board 
or 
any of its 


agents may cause such nuisance, source 
of filth or cause of sickness to be re- 
moved; 
and 
all expenses incurred 


thereby shall be paid by the said own- 
er or occupant, or by such other per- 
sons as shall have caused or permitted 
the same. 


At every turn we find ample machin- 


ery of law at the disposal of the Board 
of Health independent of its own ap- 
propriation. For example the Board 
may complain of any person, the owner 
of a pest hole, for maintaining a com- 
mon nuisance. 
"When it doe<! so the 


Attorney General has thp power to 
take the matter up and the Supreme 
Court, the Circuu Court or the District 
Court, whichever may be appealed to, 
may in its discretion order the nuis- 
ance to be removed or destroyed at the 
expense of the defendant. 


The Advertiser is willing to give the 


Board of Health the benefit of any 
reasonable doubts. 
It does not aim 


to be merely censorious. But it recog- 
nizes the fact that the highest duty of 
the press in this emergency is to pre- 
vent the occurrence of another emer- 
gency and that there is no easier way 
to do it than by showing ;ne guardians 
cf the city's health that they will be 
held publicly responsible for any offi- 
cial neglect which may imperil the 
lives of their fellow-citizens. 
That 


there has been such neglect appears in 
the reports of the Boards own Inspect- 
ors; and what makes the matter worse 
is that this neglect followed the dread- 
ful experience of the cholera visitation. 
There are men enough on the Board to 
attend to the sanitation of the town; 
there is law enough behind them to en- 
able that attention to compel results. 
Under Section 884 the Board has full 
power to enter any land, building or 
vessel for tha purpose of enforcing its 
regulations. 
In truth it as backed up 


by all the law it needs; what has been 
wanting until now is the energy, the 
courage and the zeal for the public wel- 
fare which might have kept Honolulu 
lean and healthful, year in and year 


out.

The report 
made to the Board of 


Health by the quarantine inspectors 
s an indictment of our sanitary rules 
and methods. These inspectors find a 
state of things in Chinatown -that is 
appalling. We do not believe that it 
was worse in Havana and Santiago un- 
der Spanish rule nor is much^ worse 
now in Canton 
under the neglectful 


government of the Mandarins. Wit- 
ness the evidence in these official ex- 
tracts. 
One inspector said: 
"" 


The cesspools were horribly .full of 


stench. I never could have found their 
location except for this. 1'found them 
under the floor of the living-quarters 
and had to rip up the floors to get at 
them. In some cases there was a tnass 
of solid, congealed substance and it was 
so bad that some of my men. could not 
stand it. These should be emptied at 
once, or as soon as it is possible to get 
an excavator at work on them. Most 
of the woodwork in my block is satur- 
ated with filth through and through 
and my opinion is that burning it is 
the only way to get rid of it properh

My block contains mostly Chme=f>, 


the block was filthy in many places 
Most of the cesspools and sinks were 
in a terrible condition, and maggots 
could be se»n crawling about the Fiir- 
face 
We ha\e disinfected all this as 


murh as possible, but everything will 
hi%e to be cleaned out and carted away 
before the cleaning is entirely ac-

their own account? And these would 
have to be odorless excavators too if 
the Board so demanded for an owner 
would have no more right to maintain

The Board o-f Health in this matter 


wuld have served itself best by ad- 
mitting Uiat it has been guilty of con- 
spicuous, inexcusable and li>ng-con-

As f^r the present we advise the 


Bnaid, Instead of depending wholly on 
a fund which may be exhausted before 
the plague comes to an end, to order 
the owners of nuisances to abate them 
and follow sueh order up with early 
and vigorous action. The Board miglu 
begin with the microbe pcud at the 
corner of Queen and River streets. 
That would make an excellent test 
case. The pond needs to be drained 
into tide- water near at hand: its space 
then to be filled with sand and dirt. 
Ltft as it is it will be a menace to pub- 
lic health, yet its reclamation is not 
properly a charge on the public purse. 


Of course the Board cannot stop the 


v, ork in hand to fight out the legal as- 
pects of responsibility in Chinatown 
but it can make some test case. If 
the pond nuisance Is too big a one to 
start with try something less threat- 
eiing. But let us see if there is no 
virtue in the law under which the 
Board is bound to deal with nuisances 


We are glad to note that President 


Dole has come promptly to the side of 
the people in this matter. 


The Christmas trade has been badly 


hurt but there is yet time to revive 
it. So far as the plague is concerned 
it is not doing half the damage an epi- 
demic of measles would and ought no 
onger to be permitted to interfere with 
trade in the white man's business 
quarter.

Mr. Brown, how 
ever, got through with a good deal o 
business while here and accomplishet 
the object of his trip, viz., the arrange 
ments for locating the Hilo branch o 
the First American Bank of Hawaii. 


"You are at liberty to state," said 


Mr. Brown to a representative of th 
Tribune, "that we shall open a banking 
business here on the first week in Jan 
uary. -We shall do a general foreign 
exchange through our Honolulu house 
and hope to receive a reasonable share 
of local deposits. We shall not, prob 
ably, make any loans for the first six 
months; we want to become thorough 
]y acquainted with the field and with 
the nature of securities here. We shal 
occupy the offices on the Waianuenue 
and Bridge street corner of the Ma- 
sonic building. I am not prepared to 
make public any statements regarding 
any building operations in the future 


"With reference to certain erroneous 


reports, I should like you to say that 
this purpose of ours to estaMlish a bank 
here was not caused by Mr. Peck's 
project upon the same line, nor is it 
any sudden attempt on our part to fore- 
stall him. Our articles of incorpora- 
tion contained a provision for the es- 
tablishment of a branch here, and we 
were making 
preparations 
for this 


very purpose long before Mr. Peck an- 
nounced his intention.

"For a number of years I have had 


to draw Government and public atten- 
tion to the importance of eucalyptus 
trees for subduing malaria," said Allen 
Herbert yesterday. 
"The hygienic 


value of the eucalyptus and its influ- 
ence on malaria are well known. Its 
•introduction into California and 
dn 


other places has proven a great suc- 
cess. The low land species, such as E. 
drepanophylla, should have a good 
chance on the low lands within the en- 
vironments of Honolulu, along the 
Nuuanu stream, Queen street, and on 
the low lands at Walkiki. The power- 
ful -disinfecting action of the oily vola- 
tile emanation of this tree has check- 
ed malarial fevers in the southern part 
of Sweden mostly, even without re- 
currence; but irrespective of this, the 
power of the eucalyptus to absorb 
moisture from the ground is enormous 
and of great hygienic significance. The 
gradually dropping foliage, unlike that 
of most other trees, acts as deodoriz- 
ing on the soil and on poisonous air. 


"The planting of thousands of these 


trees would be the solution of a sa- 
lary improvement of the fever breed- 
ing swamps at Waikiki. 
for which 


plans of filling in and draining would 
have to give way. This tree should be 
planted on all the streets at the new 
town of Kakaako. It will not be long 
before we will have a worse pesthole 
at Kakaako than we have now in Chi- 
natown After a rain tne miasma can 
IIP seen arising from the entire dis- 
trict. 
The poor deluded people who 


haje houses in this miserable ewamp, 
know nothing about sanitary laws, and 
should ne-ver 
ha\e been allowed to 


build homes there. 
I urge upon the 


Minister of the Interior and upon the 
Government to purchase this tract or 
land and have it planted with cocoa- 
nuts anil anti-malaria trees. 
It will 


cost the 
Government more now to 


sewer Kakaako than they could have 
Iwuglit the land for in fee simple. 


"Another valuable anti-malaria tree 


;s the Cajaput tree of India and East 
Australia. This tree attains a height 
of about seventy feet, 
with a stem 


reaching four feet in diameter. On 
tidal ground and in salt swamps, like 
the eucalyptus, it is well known for 
subduing malarious vapors. The wood 
is hard and close grained, and regard- 
ed :is almost imperishable under- 
ground. The foliage yields the well 
known Cajaput oil 
This tro* should 


be planted >ro and in HUo. We have 
sent to Australia for seeds and plants. 


"In the roarers of tree 
planting, 


forestry and sanitary methods all our 
intelligent citizens should take an ac- 
tive interest.

Word was received by the Kinau on 


her last trip that D. H. Hitchcock was 
very ill and that 'his death was mr>- 
znentarily expected, so that litfle, sur- 
prise was occasioned yesterday when 
the news came that he passed away at 
his residence on Waianuenue street, 
Hilo, at 11:55 a. m. last Tuesday. 


David Howard Hitchcock, Sr., was 


born in Honolulu, May 29th, 1832, and 
received his education at Williams Col- 
lege, Massachusetts, working his way 
through and paying his expenses by 
teaching during vacations, 


He returned to the Islands-in 1855 


and. shortly afterwards was appointed 
Tax Assessor for the Island of Molo- 
ikai. About the same time he estab- 
lished a shipping agency at Labaina, 
furnishing supplies to the whaling ves- 
sels which were many at that ..time. 
These supplies wei*e mostly brought 
over from Molokai. 


MOVES TO HILO. 


In 1857 he removed to Hilo where he 


again served the Government, holding- 
the position of Police Magistrate until 
1877. In 1876 he commenced experi- 
menting in sugar and started what is 
now a portion of the Onomea Planta- 
tion. He continued as a planter until 
1880 at which time he removed again to 
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D. H. HITCHCOCK. 


Hilo and commenced the practice of 
law for which lie was eminently fitted 
and which he continued up to the time 
of his death. 


He was married in 1857 to Miss Al- 


meda Widger who had been a teacher 
in the Brooklyn Public Schools and 
who died only about three years ago. 
When they firST settled in Hilo they 
were obliged to live in a grass house, 
there being no other kind there at that 
time, neither were there any streets, 
the Hilo of today being in embryo only. 


A3 A LEGISLATOR. 


Mr. Hitchcock served in nearly every 


legislature between the years 1859 and 
1884 and his counsels were of great 
weight in their deliberations. Owing 
•*er> largely to his opposition to ths 
constitution of Kamehameha III. in the 
con\ention of 1864 and under the reign 
of Kamehameba V . the convention re- 
fused to pass the constitution and the 
convention was dismissed, Kamehame- 
ha V. promulgating his own constitu- 
tion 
He was the chairman 
of the 


?])<x-ial session of the legislature for 
the appointment of Lunalllo. He was 
also a member of th« House of Nobles 
of 1887-8. 


Again he wa.- a member of the Con- 


stitutional Convention of 1S94 and as- 
sisted in framing the Constitution of 
the Republic of Hawaii, but was the 
only member whose name was not ap- 
pont!<xl ;hf>iv>;o. betne taken sick just 
prior to thf completion of their labors.

Mr. Hitchcock's Illness dates from 


1&80 when he visited the Coast with his 
wife. 
Shortly after his arrival there 


he had a severe attack of bronchitis 
and on his return to the islands he 
.found himself a victim to asthma. 
Severe attacks of this complaint have 
been frequent and occasional recur- 
rences of bronchitis have unfitted him 
for active cares of his profession. At 
times his illness has been such as to 
cause serious alarm to his family, but 
his wonderful constitution enabled him 
to recover. A few months ago, while 
visiting in Kona, he had a severe at- 
tack and was brought to Hilo on a 
steamer chartered for the 
purpose. 


About a month ago, while at his Olaa 
home, he had another attack and re- 
quested his son Charles to take him to 
Hilo where he could be near Dr. Moore, 
his son-in-law. On the way down he 
had a severe sinking spell, but on his 
arrival here he recovered sufficiently 
to drive out occasionally. For three 
weeks periods of severe illness and de- 
pression alternated with times when it 
was believed he would recover. Two 
weeks ago his condition grew worse 
and his daughter, Mrs. Townsend, and 
son, Howard, both residing in Honolu- 
lu, were seat for. Last Thursday his 
condition improved again and he be- 
gan to take nourishment. So favor- 
able were the indications for recovery 
that Howard took the Klnau for Hono- 
lulu. On Monday morning deceased 
lost consciousness and remained so un- 
til his death.

Gang of Swindlers Robbing the Public 


by Means of Acids. 


LONDON, Dec. 6.—Since the begin- 


ning of the year it has been known at 
the Bank of England that an unusiial- 
ly large number of light gold pieces 
wa«t in circulation. Finally the 
mint 


instituted investigations, resulting in 
the discovery that such coins were be- 
ing systematically sweated by immpr- 
sion in acids. Those engaged in 
the 


operations are not common swindlers. 
They have capital and brains and are 
not actuated by o\erreaching greed. 


As far as the Bank of England rec- 


ords show, the a\erage amount of gold 
sweated has been six grains from each 
sovereign, which would mean a nefari- 
ous profit of about 1 shilling per coin. 
Apparently the gang varies its methods 
according to the character of the per- 
sons to whom the sweated'coins are to 
be tendered. Some sovereigns 
are 


barely a gram short in weight, others 
are as much as fourteen grains short. 
The sweated coins appear to be fresh 
minted, and it is impossible to detect 
the fraud except by weighing, but few- 
people except bankers keep scales so 
delicate as to weigh a single coin and 
the majority keep no scales.
